-The beginning cash balance of this report should equal the eﬁding balance
of your 2004 Year End Report. Please clarify this discrepancy and amend
any subsequent report(s) that may be affected by this correction.

-The totals listed on Lines 11(a)(1), 11{a)iit}, 11{d), 19 and 20, Column B
of the Detailed Summary Page(s) appear to be incorrect. Please be advised
that you should add the "Calendar Year-to-Date" total from your previous
report to the current "Total This Period" figure from Column A to derive
the correct Column B totals. If this is the first report of the calendar year,

. the Column ‘A and the Column B totals should be equal. Please amend
your report and any subseguent reports that may be affected by this
correction.

-Your report discloses activity that falls cutside the reporting period.
Please amend this report by including only the financial transactions that
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occurred between 1/1/05 and 6/30/03. Any activity occurring outside this
reporting period should be included in the appropriate report(s). 2 1.8.C.
